Such varied topics as parking 
tickets, a water filtration plant, 
and discrimination in housing 
were discussed in Wednesday's 
meeting of the Student Council. 

Jim Downton, ASSSC Presi- 


dent, outlined a resolution re- 
cently passed at a meeting of 
state college student council 
presidents, concerning the allo- 
cation of funds from parking 
tickets. The group recom- 
mended adoption of a measure 
favoring the division between 
the city and the state college of 
fines issued at state colleges 
by college personnel. Under the 
present system the city receives 
all revenues from the fines. 
65-35% Split? 

The matter will be examined 
more fully at a later time. The 
resolution proposed a 35-65 per 
cent split of funds, with the 
major portion going to the state 
college involved. No action was 
taken 

It was proposed that for bet- 
ter understanding of the park- 
ing conditions, regulations, per- 
sonnel and fees should be dis- 
cussed with a qualified person, 
S. C. Brashears, recently ap- 
pointed campus security officer. 

City Plans Plant 

The water filtration plant dis- 
cussion arose when Downton an- 
nounced that according to pres- 
ent plans the City of Sacra- 
mento will construct such a 
plant at the southern edge of 
the campus. He stressed the fact 
that the land, though now un- 
used, will at one time be adja- 
cent to the expanding SSC 
campus. A further study will 
also be made on the issue, con-

Ford Foundation Gives Aid 


NEW YORK, (AP) — The 
ford Foundation announced 
this week it is aiding California 
and & other legislatures and 31 
universities in a cooperative 
program to provide internships 
to 300 graduate students. 

Interns would be assigned by 
each legislature to work with 
standing and interim commit- 
tees and research departments, 
and in the offices of speakers,

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Editorial Comment . . 
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Dead Week Cannes Alive 


What has long been the peeve of Sacra- 
mento State College students came to a 
head shortly before the fall semester final 
examinations —- namely, the academically 
Dead Week. At that time Student 
Council authorized a committee headed by 
President Jim Downton to word a recom- 
mendation to the administration Executive 
Committee proposing an academic as well 
as social dead week prior to semester exam-

It is interesting to note that there was 
only one negative vote cast by a Council di- 
rector on this measure. This week the pro- 
posal came before the Council. 

The State Hornet heartily supports the 
recommendation. We publish the complete 
text passed by Student Council. 


“The Board of Directors of the Associat- 
ed Students, meeting in legislative 
on January 11,1961, discussed the function 
of ‘dead week’ on our campus. It was decid- 
ed that social restrictions placed upon stu- 
dent activities were necessary because this 
should be for study pur-

relation to finals week, it should be a pre- 
paratory period for final exams and a week’s 
review of the semester’s work. Such appar- 
ently is not the case on our campus. It was 
shown, through the debate on the floor, that 
professors have made it a habitual practice 
to use ‘dead week’ for bringing up work 
which should have been covered during the 
semester up to date. It is not infrequent for 
tests to be given during this period, papers 
are too often due, and homework continues 
to restrict student time which could more 
fruitfully be devoted to studying for final 
exams. 

“The Roard of Directors feels than an at- 
tempt should be made to make this week 
both socially and academically ‘dead’. 'There 
should be no social events, meetings, or simi- 
lar activity, unless given special approval; 
classes should attempt to review previous 
study; homework should not be assigned: 
tests should not be given; and papers should 
not be due during this week. 

“For the reasons discussed above, the 
Board of Directors recommends to the Ex- 
ecutive Council that a policy be adopted, 
and steps be taken, to establish an academic 
‘dead week’ in conjunction with the present 
social restrictions. It is our feeling that such 
a policy would help to create a more mean- 
ingful and constructive period for study.”

PORTSMOUTH: A LESSON 
IN NON-VIOLENCE

Our story here begins on Feb- 
ruary 12, Lincoln’s birthday 
Several girls decided to observe 
the occasion by staging a sit-in, 
in sympathy with the students 
of North Carolina. So, after 
school, the first sit-in of Ports- 
mouth’s history took place 
There was no violence, but no 
one was served. We sat until the 
lunch counter at Rose’s Variety 
store closed. 

By February 15, our numbers 
had increased considerably. We 
demonstrated at two stores at 
the Shopping Center. Again we 
met no obstruction—only a few 
hecklers, whose worst insults we 
passed off with a smile. 

Our spontaneous movement

Violence Occurs 

I was late getting to the stores 
the following day, because of a 
meeting. It was almost 4 p.m 
when I arrived. What I saw will 
stay in my memory for a long 
time. Instead of the peaceful, 
non-viclent sit-ins of the past 
few days, I saw before me a 
swelling, pushing mob of white 
and Negro students, news-pho- 
tographerss TV cameras and 
only two policemen. Immedi- 
ately, I tried to take the situa- 
tion in hand. I did not know it 
at the time, but this day I be- 
came the sit-in leader. 

Something was going to break 
loose, and I wanted to stop it. 


First, I asked all the girls to 
leave, then the hoods. But be- 
fore I could finish, trouble 


started. A white boy shoved a 
Negro boy. The manager then 
grabbed the white boy to push 
him out and was shoved by the 
white boy. The crowd followed. 


and started swinging the chain 
in the air. 

He stepped up his taunting 
with the encouragement of 
others. When we did not re- 
spond, he became so infuriated 
that he struck a Negro boy in 
the face with the chain. The boy 
kept walking. Then, in utter 
frustration, the white boy pick- 
ed up a street sign and threw it 
at a Negro girl. It hit hor and 
the fight began. The white boys, 
armed with chains, pipes and 
hammers, cut off an escape 
through the street. Negro boys 
grabbed the chains and beat the 
white boys. The hammers they 
threw away. The white boys 
went running back to their hot 
rods. I tried to order a retreat. 

Police Mobilized 

During the fight I had been 
talking to the store manager and 
to some newspaper men. | did 
not apologize for ous sit-in— 
only for unwanted fighters of 
both races and for their conduct. 


Going home, I was very deject 
ed. I felt tat this outbreak had 
killed our movement, I was not 
surprised the following day 
when a mob of 3,000 people 
formed. The fire department, all 
of the police force and police 
dogs were mobilized. The police 
turned the dogs loose on the 
Negroes—but not on the whites. 
Peaceful victory for us seemed 
distant. 

Next day was rainy and I was 
thankful that at least no mob 
would form. At 10 a.m. I re- 
ceived a telephone call that was 
to change our whole course. Mr. 
Hamilton, director of the 
YMCA, urged me to bring a few 
students from the original sit-in 
group to a meeting that after- 
noon, I did. The meeting was 
with Gordon Carey, a field sec- 
retary of CORE. He had just left 
North Carolina where he had 
helped the student sit-ins. I de- 
cided along with the others, that 
Carey should help us organize a 
non-violent, direct action group 
to continue our peaceful pro- 
tests in Portsmouth. He sug- 
gested that an all-day workshop 
on non-violence be held Febru- 
ary 20. 


Rev. Chambers organized an 
adult committee to support our 
efforts. At the workshop we 
first oriented ourselves to CORE 
and its non-violent methods. IL 
spoke on Why Non-Violent Ac- 
tion? exploring Ghandis prin- 
ciples of passive resistance and 
Martin Luther King’s methods 
in Alabama. We then staged a 
socio-drama acting out the right 
and wrong ways to handle vari- 
ous demonstration situations. 
During the lunch recess, we had 
a real-life demonstration down- 
town—the first since the fight- 
ing. With our new methods 
and disciplined organization, we 
were successful in deterring vio- 
lence. The store manager closed 
the counter early. We returned 
to the workshop, evaluated the 
day's sit-in and decided to con- 
tinue in this manner. We estab- 
lished ourselves officially as the 
Student Movement for Racial 
Equality. 

Since then, we have had no 
real trouble. Our struggle is not 
an easy one, but we know we 
are not alone and we plan to 
continue in accordance with our 
common ideal: equality for all 
through nonviolent action
